It ibe lum BpproprlBMa by abe Geo* 
erel Ataembly for (be purpote of rep* 
rMeoiioE Keotuok; et tbe ei(poaltlOD 
to be held la St. Loult, com me more* 
tire of tbe Loulaieoe Purobeae, ebould 
prore to be ea Ereet e beortla to ibe 
Sieie M tbld bletorlo purcbeae la to tbe 
Uolted Stetea, tbe monej will not beve 
been apeat to tbId. Tbe territory of 
Laoulaleoe, of arblob tae took poaaeaalOD 
Deo. 20, 1803, uoder ceaatoo from 
Preaoe for tbe aum of tl&.OOO.OOO, em 
braced oot only tbe bouodary of tbe 
etate oow bearloE that name, but aiao 
thoae of tbe atatea aod terrltorlea of 
Amaoaaa, Iowa, Kaoaaa, Mlooeauta, 
Mlaaourl, Nebraaka, Oreroo, Colorado, 
bolb Dakotaa, WaublOEUio, Mootana, 
Idaho, Wyoming, Oklabvma aod Indian 
Territory— a pretty ooouiderable alien 
of our preaent domain. 

Tbe poaaeaaioo of tbia territory la 
one of tbe many bleaaloga for wblob 
we are Indebted to tbe etateumaoabip 
of Tboroaa Jetleraoo.tbougb It la claim- 
od in certain quartern that Llylngaton 
tend Monroe are entitled to tba aole 
credit aod JclTera<'a merely with tbe 
aa/aclty of approying wbat ibey did 
without hla koowleege. Hlatory, how 
ever, clearly abowa to whom the credit 
la due. 

Ldiog prior to the purebaae, tbe right 
of nayigatloo on the Miu.lauIppI rieer 
tyaa a fruitful aource of dlaoord among 
the weatero aettlera. Spain then own- 
ed Loulalaoa, Including both aidea of 
tbe rlyer'a mouth aod claimed tbe ex* 
olualee right of naylgatlon tbereoo, 
which deprived the bardy weatero plc^ 
neera of a meaoa of exit for tbelr pro 
dace. Tba feeling oyer tbIa matter 
Baa ao bigb at one time that aeoret oe~ 
gotlatlonn were pending Oeiweeu oer- 
teln promloeot Keotucklana aod tbe 
Spaolah autborltlea lor tbe tranafer of 
Kentucky to Speio. JelToraoo waa well 
aware of tbia dloaatlafactloo and of tbe 
importanoe to the United Statea of nav 
tgation 00 tbe MlaalaaIppI 

Aa far back aa 1790, while be waa 
BBcretary of atate, a rupture aeemed 
Imminent between England aod Spain, 
aod Jeffortoo promptly prepared to 
aleze tbe opportune momeot for com- 
pelllog a aettlement of tbe open quea 
tloo of MlaalaaIppI oavigatloo. Tbe 
rupture, however, waa averted aod 
Loulalaoa 00' Oot. 1, 1800, wan aecretly 
Bold by Spain to France, of which tbe 
United Statea autborltlea did oot ob* 
tain knowledge until I8o2 JefTeraon 
waa greatly chagrined over the change 
of owoerahip from a weak to a atroog 
power aod Immediately took atepa to 
purebaae wbat waa needed by tbe Uul* 
ted Statea 

Coogreaa lo aecret aeaaloo left to bim 
the management of tbe whole bualoeaa 
aod provided bIm with 82,000,000 to be 
uaed aa be taw fit 

Napoleon tbe Great waa then In con 
trol of France aod bad long bad bia 
heart aet on eaubllabing a French col- 
ony Id America. At firtt be dltdalo- 
fully refuted to contlder a propoeitioo 
to purebaae any part of Loulalaoa Uo* 
willing to leave tbe affair entirely to 
tbe American miolater to France, Jef 
feraon on Feb lltb, 1803, aelectod 
Jamea Monroe (afterwarda pretident) 
aa a apeelal emiatary to go to France 
and oaalat lo the oegotlatioot Luck, 
aa uaual, waa on our tide. By tbe time 
Monroe reached France, Naooteoo waa 
about to got Into war aod waa aurely 
preaeed for money The acbeme lor ao 
American colony had to be abandoned 

John T Moree, one of Jeffaraoo’a bl- 
agraphert who abowa no dUpuaitloo lo 
hla book to give bim undue pralae, ibua 
deecrlbea tbe conaummatloo of tbe pur 
ohaae: “Mooroe'a loatructloot bad con- 



templated only a moderate parebaae, 
of tba lilaod aod tome land on tbe eaat 
erly tide of tbe river, nothing more be- 
ing thought potalble. But Napoleon’# 
notion oow waa to turn hla moat avail- 
able aaaeta Intofmooey with all apeed 
tie intimated that he would tell Loula 
laoa. • a • Monroe bad gauged 
Jefferaon’a viewa with perfect accuracy 
aod felt no fear. In a few dayt be and 
Livlogaton oloeed the bargain buying 
Loultlaoa|outrlght. In their dlapaich- 
ea tba envovt acknowledged that tbev 
bad exceeded tbelr loatructlona aod 
humbly hoped that they bad oot erred. 
Tbia waa(llterally true, but It waa only 
the letter not tbe apirit of tbelr In* 
atruotlooa that bad been overttepped 
Monroe well knew that be bad only 
fulfilled Jefferaon’a real wlabea 

But aloce tbit waa oot apparent on 
tbe turface the Federalltta afterwarda 
pretended to regard tbeae prufeaaloot 
of tba oegotlatort aa indicating that 
any credit there might be In tbe pur- 
chaae wat due to them rather than to 
tbe prealdeot. Tbia, however, wat ao 
unfair artifice which at beat could 
amount to nothing more tban aaylng 
that tbe pretideotlal policy bad auo 
ceeded even beyond tbe bopea of tbe 
projector. Tbe entire credit of the 
achievement belonged exclualvely to 
Jeffereon.”
